effective amount of an anti-idiotypifc monoclonal antibody as defined in claim 1. 

9. use of anti-idiotypic antibodies according claim^for the quantitative determination of 
monoclonal antibodies, their derivativW fragments with binding specifity of BR55-2. 

10. Use of anti-idiotypic antibodies adding clainfl for the quantitative determination 
of monoclonal mouse/human chimes \f BR55-2 and of fully humanized variants of 
BR55-2.
